When thegeat of government was about to be 
removed it the northern part of the Union to 
the centre, an elevated range of woodland on the 
Virginia side of the Potomac, called Shuyter’s 
Hill: about a mile from the river and looking 
direetly down upon Alexandria, was tixed upon 
by manyof the great men of the day as the 
best location for the Capitol. The hill eom- 
mands a magniticent prospect, including the 
present city of Washington, with its proud capi- 
tol rising in grandeur from its centre; the corm 
pa of Alexandria and Georgetown: the 
road Potomac flowing off a dozen miles on 
either hand, sparkling in the sunlight, and whit- 
ened by its hundreds of snowy sails; and an 
extent of rich forest scenery which gladdens 
the heart of the beholder. The city, built upon 
the sides of this eminence, would extend down 
to the river, and enjoy a better harbor than it 
now has, while in another direction it would ap- 
proach the estate of Washington himself, and 
thus add to their value. Yet. although the Gen- 
eral agreed to the opinion that this was the most 
suitable spot tor the new city, the latter consid- 
eration—that of personal pecuniary advantage— 
determined him to reject it. His experienced 
mind pereeived that this plan, splendid as it 
was, instead of promoting the harmony of his 
fellow eitizens, would be seized upon as a proof 
of his selfishness, and as a plan for the enrich- 
ing aggrandizement of his family. He therefore, 
with a magnanimity seldom equalled, passed by 
the temptation of Shuyter’s Hill, and in 1791, in 
the seeond-year of his Presidency, founded the 
city, which bears his name upon its present site.

I1fS HISTORY AND PRINCIPAL PURPOSE. 


California had hardly secured her place in the 
sisterhood of States, when certain politicians 
among us began to show signs of uneasiness. 
They med to discover that a mistake -had 
been made,—that the prohibition of slavery 
which the Constitution contained might have 
been left out—and the peculiar institution” 
permitted to spring up on this coast. The idea 
took strong hold of them, and the result was a 
determination on their part to effect a change 
and recover the lost advantage if possible. 

Taking this as the main idea it is easy to see 
how the various phases of Convention and divis- 
jon movements have arisen. The first phase 
seemed to come from the southern counties. A 
voice was made to come, apparently from the in- 


habitants of that part of the State, complaining | 


of unjust taxation and unequal representation. 
After some talking and printing it seemed that 
a sufficient amount of public opinion had been 
manifested to warrant the calling of conventions 
to raise the feeling to the right piteh for issuing 
addresses and appealing for a division of the 
State. Such a convention was duly called to 
meet at Monterey. The Governor of the State 
went down. He sought for the convention but 
lo, it could not be found! 


Others appointed afterward were more suc- 
cessful, but in the end amounted to little or 
nothing. The truth was, though the people in 
the southern counties felt the burden of taxation 
severely, they could not be made to see that a 
dismemberment of the State would relieve 
them, and as to having sympathy with the true 

object of these maneuvers, namely the intro- 
duction of slavery. they were so far from it that 

- the propagandists dared not openly and publicly 
urge it. 

But little capital was therefore accumulated 
by these forced movements, with which to back 
the presentation of the subject before the Legis- 
lature then about to assemble. But come it 
must, whether the peuple of the southern section 
could be dragooned into supporting it or not, and 
so the Governor wrote it in his message, and 
both branches of the Legislature went duly to 
work upon it. In due time came in the famous 
South Cafolina petition, presented by the favorite 
advocate of these measures, modestly asking a 
free State to stultify itself, trample upon its own 
fundamental law, and obediently admit—slave- 
ry upon this soil. It was an insult to the people 
of this State, such as would not have been ofler- 
ed to any other State in the Union, and it was so 
regarded. Butitdeveloped clearly and positively 
the ruling motive of the whole division and con- 
vention movement. 


The result was, as it should have been, that 


~ the thing was killed, in whatever shape it was 
presented. The true motive had become appar- 
ent, it could not be denied, and since it was one 
revolting to the great majority of the people of 
the State-the whole project fell, dead under the 
table. 

But with a determination and pertinacity 
worthy a better cause, the generation of incess- 
aut agitators among us ressurrected it again. 

During the canvass before the last election, 
the question was raised wherever it was safe to 
raise it. “ Soundness’—on this point. was made 

_ paramount to all other qualifications for ottice in 
the Legislature. Taking a lesson however from 
the failures last year, the course of affairs is 
shaped 7 as to avoid the rocks on which they 
were then wrecked. The hidious features of 
that dark system which they seek to smuggle in 
under false pretences, are this year concealed 
more perfectly. This year the cloak must be 
sewed on more securely. 

This.year the sepulchre must be whitened till 
it looks like purity itself. This year the people 
must have their eyes attracted away from the 

- “ peculiar institution” beyond peradventure, by 
more alluring toys. 

But is it not the same thing substantially that 
it was a year ago, .when its dark purpose was 
charged upon it and none dared deny it! Gen- 
tlemen may tell us from the halls of—Legislation 
that they are this year innocent of any such in- 
tentions, and that none of the friends of the 
scheme wish to introduce slavery, but we must 


_ have better evidence of it than that. before we 


will believe it. Who are the advocates of this 
convention ? Who but the same that have urged 
it with all their might in years that are past, 
when the true intent was avowed! Are they all 
at on¢e changed, and are they now indiflerent 
to their “one idea”’ “Credat Judeus Appella. 
Non ego’! | 
It is not aulikely that there are other purposes 
than that in view. It is probable that there are 
more in number now than there were last year. 
This scheme is like the net cast into the sea, it 
rs of every kind. It fishes up whole 
schools of office-seekers—would be Senators 
and Representatives in Congress, Legislators, 
Judges, and so on to the end of the chapter, and 
makes them its advocates, because if they can 
carve out more States, the more of these offices 
there will be. It takes in men who want to 
change the corporation laws. It takes in the 
men who want to charter banks and make us 
take their paper for money. In short, it takes 
in the general company of the «liscontented who 
hope if our present fundamental law is upset, to 
gain some of their own ends in the general 


~ scramble that would follow. 


Meanwhile the solid ventral phalanx whose 
one idea is slavery, stand compactly in the cen- 


ter making the most of all these side influences 
and using them as so many forces to urge on 
their cherished purpose. 

Wonderfully studious are they to find fault in 
our existing constitution, They charge upon it 
the evils which belond to the base character of 
some of the legislators that have been assem- 
bled under it. 

They talk about retrenchmen a public econ- 
omy, while putting coolly into their pockets the 
highest grade of perdiern and mileage which 
they can get. They tell us about superfluous 


otfices and salaried sinecures created by the con- 


stitution which ought to be abolished. while 
working hard to create others for their friends by 
the seore. Such is the sincerity of these mourn- 
ers over the defects of our fundamental law, 
and these conservators of public credit. 


No. This is all mist. fog. deception. The 
object is to open the question of the permanence 
of the present constitution. To get it an open 
question, subfect to political intrigue and 
management. and immediately the advocates 
ot change will be at every corner, everywhere 
touching every spring and pulling every wire.— 
And if peradventure the people should sleep 
through all this, and neglect to put a quietus on 
the whole matter at the ballot box, if. a majority 
of votes should be found in favor ot a conven- 
tion, Who would be candidates for that body !— 
Sea and land would be compassed to secure 
nominees of arightslavery complexion! It re- 
quires no gift of prohesy to predict that that 
would be the test question.—* sound” or * not 
sound on that point! 


And so on however far the thing might be per- 
mitted to go. This matter of slavery is at the 
bottom of the whole, deny it who will. Itis use- 
less for grave legislators to get up in thejr places 
and jattempt fo put any other aspect on the 
thing. The past has taught us too much. The 
disguise has been removed to often to-be put on 
again. Other things may be sought in a con- 
vention besides slavery, but it is too clear to be 
denied that the originators of this scheme have 
that mamly at heart, and if they are suffered to 
open the question they will very quickly prove 
that itis so. There are facts bearing on this 
matter which we forbear to tell at present, but 
if the question is put at issue they will be told 
that the truths may appear and the real interest 
of the movers be understood throughout the 
State. Were it anything less depending, than 
freedom and tight, we would not concern our- 
selves. but since itis a qaesfon of transcendent 
importance touching the leading policy and 
character of our adopted state in all coming time, 
we will not be silent. Our present constitution 
may not be perfect, but the remdey of mending 
it, with such doctors of laws as we have about 
us, would be inconcievably more,dangerous than 
the disease. 
stability and a settled certainty. while we have 
as good a constitution as we have. and let us 
have a chance to take root and gain a perman- 
ence, 

It is well said in the Assembly report of 
“ Thirteen” that “the members of the present 
Legislature were not elected with the under- 
standing that any amendments were to be made” 
in the constitution, nor was there any under- 
standing that they were to bring that instrument 
into any doubt or question whatever. And it is 
not unlikely that their prospects in the future 
will be far better if they let it alone.

Botanical Wealth of California. 


Rich as California is in her vast mineral wealth, 
itis the opinion of those acquainted with the 
subject, that her Agricultural resources which 
are just beginning to be developed, far surpass 
her products of precious metals. There is per- 
haps no country on the globe where nature ex- 
hihits such a variety of her choicest productions. 
She has endowed our tavored land with her 
most valued treasures. and been lavish in the 
Let man then while 
he is thankful tor these manifold blessings, eu- 
deavor to emulate the high example she has 
everywhere spread before him. In addition to 
the spontaneous. and cultivated growth of valu- 
able seeds and grains. the Flora and Sylva of 
California have loug been regarded by botanists 
who have explored this portion of the Pacitic 
coast, as the richest and most varied to be found 
in the Same area in the world. Long before the 
golden treasures hidden beneath the surface 
were dreamed of, this tield was the wonder and 
delight of the lovers of Natural History who had 
explored it. In fact it has been confidently as- 
serted. that the gold whieh proved the great 
source of attraction to these shores wats dis- 
covered by the early botanists in their explora- 
tions, but the. secret has been too well kept to 
justify any such beliet. 


profusion of her bounty. 


We had a few days since the pleasure of con- 
versing upon these matters at some length, with 
an intelligent and scientific gentleman who has 
been employed for many years. by a leading 
Botanical association in England, in making ex- 
plorations and securing rare and valuable speci- 
mens tor its collection. His researches have 
been extensive through South and Central 
America and other interesting regions, compri- 
sing Within their limits the most rare and luxu- 
rant tropical vegetation. His labors for the past 
four years have been confined exclusively to 
California and Oregon, and he will in all proba- 
bility continue his researches in-this field as 
much longer. He gives it as his mature and un- 
prejudiced opinion that California embraces 
within its borders, a richer field for botanical 
collection than any other that he has ever travers- 
ed. While its abundant growth of rare plants 
and beautiful flowers indigenous to the soil is 
urrsurpassed, the mountains of California present 
a larger variety of coniferous trees—the cone- 
bearing pines than is anywhere else to be found. 
He has collected numerous valuable specimens 
belonging to this genus, which comprises so 
large and valuable a variety of our mountain forest 
trees. This gentleman is now engaged in ex- 
ploring the southern portion of our State. 


earlier botanists of the country were cireum- 
seribed in their operations, and contined only to 
such localities as were immediately accessible.

Our Fisheries. 

In the great rush after gold, the fisheries of the 
Pacitic Coast, which have been famous for years 
past, for their extent and value, have not receiv- 
ed that attention which they merit. The whole 
coast of California and Oregon is particularly 
rich, in the more valuable species of the finny 
tribe. The Salmon of California and Oregon 
with which our markets are supplied in the 
fresh and cured state, are nowhere surpassed in 
quality and flavor. Our rivers, bays, and estua- 
ries are alive with these valuable fish, and the 
fishermen are busy in securing them during the 
present run. It is estimated that there are 400 
boats on the Sacramento river alone, engaged in 
fisheries. The boats are valued at $60,000, the 
nets at $80,000 and seines at $6,000. The fishing 
season lasts from the Ist of Feb. to the Ist of 
August. during which time the estimated average 
of each boat per day is $30, or an aggregate of 
$12,000. The hauling seines yield $100 each 
per day, or $2,000 in the aggregate. The fish 
thus caught, supply the markets of San Francisco, 
Sacramento, Marysville and the mining towns 
in the interior. Sometimes 2000 Ibs. are sent to 
one order. The amount shipped daily to San 
Franeisco at present is from 5 to 6000 lbs., which 
will be increased as the season advances. 


The tishing smacks outside the harbor in the 
vicinity of Drakes Bay, Punto de Los Reyes 
Tomales and similar points, as well as other 
portions of the coast, are busily engaged in the 
trade. 

We should be pleased if thoseacquainbed with 
the history of our fisheries, would communicate 
their information to us, for the benefit of our 
readers, This business is becoming every year 
of greater,interest, and the attention of our Leg- 
islature has recently been drawn to its proper 
regulation and protection™ A description of the 
fishes common to these waters, with an account 
of their habits, quality, and relative value, would 
be of great interest. We hope before many 
years to see full justice done to the entire Natural 
History of California, in a work commensurate 
with the merits of the subject. 

In addition to the Salmon there are other 
varieties of fish deserving more than a passing 
notice. Much dithiculty is experienced in classi- 


| fying them under the proper heads and recog- 


nizing the species under their various arbitrary 
names. The sturgeon, the rock cod. the macker- 
el.—which although it bears some resemblance 
tothe Atlantic fish is inferior to it in flavor and 
fatuess.—the herring, the smelt, the sardine, and 
other varieties found in our markets are all more 
or less valuable. Myriads of sardines abound 
along the whole southern coast. The Bay of 
Monterey has especially become famous for its 
‘abundance of this small but valuable fish. It is 
a matter of surprise that the taking and prepara- 
tion of this fish which enters so largely into the 
commerce of the world has never been attended 
to as a source of revenue and profit in this re- 
gion. The experiment certainly is worth testing. 
There are doubtless many persons here, familiar 
with the trade as practised on the coast of 
France, whose services might be secured in the 
business. | 

While upon the subject of fisheries, we will 
add a considerable portion of the Chinese popu- 
lation both here and at Sacramento have en- 
gaged extensively in this business. In the vicin- 
ity of Mission Creek near this city, they have 
gone into the business upon a large scale. The 
average “catch” each day is estimated at about 
5000 Ibs. for which a ready market is found 
among the Chinese population, at $5 per ewt. 
The process of catching, cleaning and curing 
presents a busy and curious scene, and is well 
worthy a visit. 


Hezekiah Murray's Still. 


Mr. Epitor:—I nolice in your paper an ex- 
tract from a speech of Rev. Henry Ward Beech- 
er, in which he says, “he felt proud-that his fa- 
ther was the first person to commence the Tem- 
perance movement.’ Thereby hangs a tale. 

The Rev. Dr. Beecher was for fifteen years 
pastor of the Congregational Church in Litch- 
field Conn. Among the members of his church, 
was Hezekiah Murray, a consistent christian, 
and aman of great sincerity and independence 
of character. He was also a person. who had 
for those times, very peculiar notions : before the 
terms, “neither use make nor vend,” had been 
incorporated into a temperance pledge. he 
neither used made nor vended spirituous Jiquors. 
Mr. Murray however had been a manufacturer 
of Cider Brandy, and was distinguished far and 
near, for making a very supes#or article ; but in 
process of time, his sincere, earnest spirit forbade 
him to manufacture. what he considered an in- 
jurious article, and he closed the business, and 
laid his still up in the barn. And now when his 
former customers came to him with their sup- 
ply of Cider, he not only refused to distil it him- 
self, but would not allow others to use, his still 
forthe same purpose. This strange conduct of 
Mr. Murray was noised abroad, the report reach- 
ed the ears of his pastor, who, zealous for the 
honor and reputation of a beloved member of 
his church, harnessed his horse into the old gig, 
and rode * down to the pitch” to enquire into the 
truth of the matter. Uncle Murray's consistency 
as a christian was at stake, for it appeared that 
he was acting like the dog in the manger, neither 
using the still himself nor suffering others to use 
it. Some feared that the church might suffer 
reproach on this account, and the pastor went to 
reason with an erring brother. The result of the 
interview was, that Dr. Beecher was.convinced 
that Uncle Murray’s principles were right and

Let such a law once be passed, and the 
citizens of our State determine with their usual 
energy to carry out its provisions, and what hap- 
py results would follow. What an immense 


saving of human misery there would be. 

What a sudden and rapid improvement in the 
moral character of the State. The capital and 
industry of the whole country would be im- 
mensely increased. State, County and City 
stecks would at once rise in value. . The State 
would soon be released of debt, and no more 
corrupt, gambling, rum drinking politicans be 
elected to office. The sober, serious and intelli- 
gent masses would be represented by men of 
like character. Sensualists would no more sit 
in the seats of honor, and glory in their shame. 
The good resulting from the operation of such 
a law is incalculable. He who shall succeed in 
its passage and triumph on the Pacific coast, 
shall be crowned with unfading laurels, and be 
entitled to the gratitude of present and future 
generations. 

Mr. McCandless will meet with strong oppo- 
sition to his measure, in the Legislature and out 
of it.

Oregon Correspondence. 


Puget Sound, Jan. 10, 1853. 
Ma. Sinz: 
Leaving Seattles, and pursuing our way down 
the Sound, we found no signs of habitation until 
reaching Port Townsend, situate at the north- 
western point of Admirality Inlet, about 105 
miles below Olympia. On the right of this Inlet, 
streaches Whidby’s Island, whence these letters 
are addressed to you. Port Townsend is a 
harbor of considerable extent—indeed - quite 
too large for a quiet roadstead. Its north-west- 
ern shore, near to which is found its best anchor- 
age, has n surveyed and designed for a town 
site, to which the proprietor,—with very com- 
mendable taste—intends to restore its aboriginal 
name Carti. It however has the disadvantage 
of being high table land rising abruptly from a 
narrow flat bordering the beach, not unlike the 
site of Quebec. A short way back of this bluff, 
some 5 or 6 families have commenced a settle- 
(ment. The harbor is advantageously located, 
ax all vessels entering or departing the Sound, 
must pass directly by its entrance, and may 
with any wind make its anchorage with but lit- 
tle trouble. This, therefore should be the Port 
of Entry, and the place of residence of the Col- 
lector of the Customs. About thirty five miles 
below the Du-wamps, and some twelve miles to 
the north-east of the southern head of Whidby’s 
Island Ahe Shnohomas river finds its way into 
This river is only navigable for 
ts, its mouth being spread over a wide 
surface of alluvial deposits, and much choked 
with drift trees now fast anchored by their roots 
to the bottom. It abounds with Salmon. It 
has also some excellent meadow land on its 
lower section. We were told, that some twenty 
miles from its mouth its entire waters pass in 
an unbroken sheet, over a barrier of rocks of 
some 200 feet perpendicular descent, and forms 
one of the most interesting falls in the country. 
Above this fall. there are found large beds of 
bituminous coal, which may be rendered acces- 
sible at some future day, but which must rest 
undisturbed, while other large, lately discovered 
beds are approached more easily. On the delta 
of this river two persons have located their 
claims, more for the purpose of obtaining Sal- 
geon probably. than with any present intention 
of farming. 

On pursuing our way hence to the northward, 
we stopped for the night om the shore of Me- 
Donough’s Island, where there happened to 
be a large drift tree upon its beach. This was a 
cedar, and as it appeared to our eastern eyes as 
of yery unusual size we were induced to take 
its dimensions. It was six feet in diameter just 
above its roots, thence we paced ninety yards to 
where the top had been broken off, where its 
diameter was found to be twenty inches. This 
tree was without a branch, or any sign of its 
having had any, and so perfectly straight that a 
person might apparently, rift a board from it, of 
one hundred or more feet, free of twist or defect 
of any kind. We only speak of this—as one of 
the trees we sometimes read of—by its having 
been brought to our notice so incidentally. 

Northerly of the Shnohomas, some fifteen and 
twenty miles respectively, two other rivers pour 
their turbid waters into the Sound. One of these 
debouches into a canal inside of Me Donough’s 
Island, the other a few miles to the north of it. 
The deltas of these are also composed of rich 
alluvial deposits, which are as yet unoccupied, 
excepting casually by the natives, in the fishing 
season. They are said to be the most favored 
resort of the Salmon of any of the Sound waters. 
The migratory habits of the Indians send them 
from place to place, as this or that may tempt 
them by the creater facilities offered for fishing 
or cultivation. During the winter and early 
spring. the Scatchet tribe generally make its 
home on the eastern shores of Whidby’s Island, 
whose numerous harbors, abounding with clams 
and museles, and whose abundant game and 
numberless wild fowl most amply supply them 
with food, when the Salmon are no longer at- 
tainable. This is also their favorite place for 
the raising of potatoes. Indeed this Island 
properly belongs to this tribe, whose name its 
southern end is known by, i. e. “ Scatchet head.” 

The U. 8S. Government has been, and is very 
unjust in its treatment of the Indian tribes of 
this Territory. By a law, enacted a few years 
since, all the unoccupied land in Oregon, was 
offered in donation to actual settlers thereon, 
and yet no provision was, or has been, made for 
its purchase of the Indian tribes, its rightful 
proprietors. A most unjust proceeding, yet 
nothing new in our history. A Government 
which has by a treaty acknowledged a debt of 
several millions due to its citizens, and solemnly 
engaged to pay the same, yet defers doing so 
for fifty years, or indefinitely, cannot be expect- 


ed to deal justly with the poor Indian, and yet 
this is the Government, which 1s 80 frequently 
held up to the old world, as one of justice and 
libetality, par excellence, the nation, which, if one 
of its mghts is in the least degree encroached 
on by another, there is'no end to the hue and 
cry that is set up, by its vain, boasting citizens. 
To “ be just before you are generous,” ia as 

a rule for a Government as for an individual. It 
is most devoutly to be wished that ours would 
shew itself to be one or the other... 

The Indian feels that he is being hardly used 
by the U. 8. Government, and that the time is 
not far distant, when the rushing tide of emigra- 
tion will have swept him away from the home 
of ancestors.

It was 
the general impression that he was shot by Mex- 
ican robbers, but from the fact that his pockets 
were not rifled his murderers doubtless alarmed 
at the noise made by the approaching horsemen, 
fled, without securing their booty. The remains 
of Mr. Perkins were to be interred at Drytown, 
on Monday afternoon. It is to be hoped that the 
perpetrators of this foul murder may be arrested 
and brought to justice. When will these bold 
and daring outrages cease? It behoves every

We regret to learn that a fire broke out in

The mining Intelligence from all portions of 
the Gold Region/are of the most cheering char- 
acter. Prospects in the greater portion of the 
diggings never appeared better. 

The prospects in Sacramento, are still bright- 
ening. Building is progressing, real estate ad- 
vancing in value, and affairs exhibit a healthy 
tone. There are three flouring mills in Sacra- 
mento, capable of turning out 360 bbls. of flour 
per day. As the farmers of the fertile region in 
that vicinity have put in large crops of wheat, 
there is no doubt of these mills being kept going. 
The salaries of the officers of Sacramento are. 
Mayor. $4000; Recorder, $4000; Marshal, $3.- 
000: all the other officers, $2000. The taxes 
collected on property in the city for the past 
year, was $58,261,46. 

At the State Hospital during the past year, 
1505 patients have been admitted; 1228 dis- 
charged cured ; 226 died; and 51 are at present 
in the hospital. Total current expenses for the 
year $55,559.81. There is an aggregate daily 
receipt of 720 tons merchandise from the river 
steamers, and 500 passengers landed. The Sac- 
ramento Female Institute was to open on the 14th 
of March, under the management of Miss Geor- 
gina B. Coles, graduate of Charleston Female 
| Seminary, Mass., and Miss Laura C. Alsip, a 
graduate of Cincinnati Female Academy. , 
y The ranch of John Montgomery, in Penn Val- 
ley, Nevada, produced $15,000, last year, in 
agricultural products.

ONE ACRE. 

Mr. Mitchell has but a single acre of 
pine land, with a sandy loam soil, which, 
with that adjacent, was sold fifteen years 
ago, covered with timber, for six dollars 
per acre ; more recently, and since the 
timber has been removed—and this, by 
the way, brought the owner $60 per 
acre clear of expense—the Deacon pur- 
chased one acre for 880—a_ very hand- 
some advance, one would say, from its 
former value. And so it was; but the 
increase in value did not stop then, for 
if he owned the land to-day, it would 
take five hundred as good dollars as 
ever came from the Philadelphia mint to 
purchase it. Mr. M. has cultivated it 
four years, and during that time has put 
upon it manure which cost him about 
$32 33. He has upon it about 160 plum 


trees, embracing a great variety—the 
Jefferson, the Washington, the Lombard, 
&c.—some 25 choice and thrifty apple 
trees, grafted and budded, numerous 
pears, mostly the Bartlett, some 500 
quinces, from which to furnish excellent 
stocks for engrafting ;—grapes; the Isa- 
bella, the ‘Tewksbury and native; and 
such a variety of vegetables, &c., as we 
have seldom seen. His potatoes are 
healthy; and notwithstanding ‘the dry 
weather, are well formed and large— 
his beans are the largest we have seen 
this season—peas nearly past, and some 
of them quite ripe—tomatoes, melons, 
and other vines vigorous and full of fruit. 
Among other interesting facts in the 
ractical experience of Deacon Mitchell, 


is his success in growing the sweet po- 
tato, as ecimen of which may now be 
seen on his land, 


my potatoes into three sizes, thus—large, 


or 14 inches deep, and na pulveriz- 
ed the soil some portions of which he 
spaded ; and in all this severe drought, 
of which farmers are complaining, he 
has suffered scarcely the least injury. 

The profits of this acre cannot be 
much less than $100 per year, and this, 
too, when no profit is derived from the 
fruit trees, as they are all from the seed 
or bud within four years.—Grantte Far- 
mer.

Speaking of certain Egyp- 
tians, he says, ‘ Like all agricultural 
races, their intellects are slow and some- 
what obtuse. The smell of the earth 
has én no country a favorable effect on 
the development of mind.’ Well done, 
Mr. Bayle, Nichol, John! Now, ‘doff 
the lion’s hide, and hang an ass’s skin 
on those conceited limbs, and you will 
stand forth in your natural form. To 
chara@erise such remarks, as flippant 
folly, would not be unjust or uncharita- 
ble. To those who have more leisure 
and ability, I leave the task of teaching 
the saintly gentleman in what estimate 
“the smellers of the earth” were held, 
in the palmiest days of Greece and 
Rome, and among all other people, in 
proportion to their advancement in virtue 
and enlightenment. 


Propuctive Farmine.—In a treatise 
on Productive Farming, just issued from 
the press, the following observations oc- 
cur:—It is in vegetable as in animal 
life; a mother crams her child exclusive- 
ly with arrow root—it becomes fat, it is 
true, but, alas! it is rickety, and gets 
its teeth very slowly, and with ditheculty. 
Mamiuna, is,ignorant, or never thinks, 
that her offspring cannot make bone— 
out of starch. It does its best; and 
were it hot fora little milk and bread, 
perhaps now and then a little meat and 
soup, it would have no bones and teeth 
at all. Farmers keep poultry ; and what 
is true of fowls is true of a cabbage, a 
turnip, or an ear of wheat. If we mix 
with the food of fowls a sufficient quan- 
tity of egg-shells or chalk, which they 
eat greedily, they will lay many more 
eggs than before. <A _ well-fed fowl is 
disposed to lay a vast number more of 
eggs, but cannot do so without the 
material for the shells, however nourish- 
ing in other respects her food may be. 
A fowl, with the best will in the world, 
not finding any lime in the soil, nor mor- 
ter from walls, nor calcareous matter ih 
her food, is incapaciated from laying 
any eggs at all. Let farmers lay facts 
like these, which are matters of common 
observation, to heart, and transfer the 


analogy, as they justly must do, to the 


habits of plants, which are as truly alive, 
and answer as closely to evil or judicious 
treatment, as their own horses. 

To Manacre a Reartnc Horse.—In 
the British Sportsman we find the fol- 
lowing hint respecting the management 
of a rearing horse, which strikes us as 
being worthy, as it is easy, of a trial: 

“ Whenever you perceive a horse’s in- 
clination to rear, separate your reins and 
prepare for him. ‘The instant he is about 
to rise, slacken one hand, and bend or 
twist his head with the other, keeping 

our hands low. ‘This bending compels 
him to move a hind leg and of necessity 
brings his fore feet down. Instantly 
twist him completely round two or three 
times, which will confuse him very much, 
and completely throw him off his guard. 
The moment you have finished twisting 
him around, place his head in the direc- 
tion you wish to proceed, apply the 
spurs, and he will not fail to go forward. 
If the situation be convenient press him 
into a gallop, and apply the gy and 
whip two or three times severely. The 
horse will not, perhaps, be quite satisfied 
with the first defeat but may feel dis- 
posed to try again for the mastery.— 
Should this be the case you have onl 
to twist him, &c., as before, and you will 
find that in the second struggle he will 
be much more easily subdued than on 
the former occasion; in fact you will see 
him quail under the operation. It rarely 
happens that a rearing horse, after hav- 
ing been treated in the way described, 
will resort to this trick a third time.”
